AMERICAN LUMBER SUPPLY.

The Planting of Forests Likely to Ile an
Important Industry,

Liooking not very far into the future,
{t seems that the planting of American
foroste will become n productive induos-
try. Preservation of old forests, with
their masses of dry underbrush and fire
fnviting collections of dry leaves, may
be advisable for somo rensons, These
fmmense massesof firewood undonlited.
Iy tend to colleet snow, which, Wy ita
gradual melting, furnishes a supply to
the water reseryvoirs bencath tho surface
of the ground. Snow thows less quickly
guder the shade of trees than in the
bright punlight, Legs water, therefore,
runs to supply floods and freshets than
when the enow 18 mudo to pass away
gradunlly. But this question dees not
affect the solid timber interests,

In old forcets, where thero 185 o strug-
gle for lifo nmong the troos by reason
of their growing ko thickly Lf:gnghcr,
tho result is the necessity of waiting
many years before the troes will reach
a sizo to wmake them desirablo for tim-
ber purposes. Whero trees have room to
grow and are praperly cared for most
kinds of Americin trees will farnish
nsofnl timber in 20 or 80 years, and for
many otlier purpoges they can  bo em-
ployed even younger. 1t takes well on
to n century for the struggling trees in
s dense wood to bave any marketable
value.

While good timber 1s becoming grad.
ually koarcer on account of our u:.nmal
forest fires, rising from the cumln!ons
already stated, the demand is iucru:mnp:.
and, what is more remarkable, Europe
is nlready cnlling on America forn Enp-
ply of lnmber, American onk egpecially
is in grent demand in the old world,
while our black witlnug is closely fol-
lowing in its wake, Uor lighter woods
also—guch ag the tulip tree and poplar
— are coming into great demand there
for packing boxes and cases where light
weight is o great object. Those who are
interested in forestry in our country
ghould take up the matter of encourage-
ment of furest planting. 1t will goon Le
a grenter question than foresl preserva-
tion, —Meclan's Montbly.
